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Family of inflatable operators break down as Crown Court jury delivers verdict 


Couple convicted 
of manslaughter in 
bouncy casde death

A jury has ruled that a married 
couple allowed a seven-year-old 
girl to die on their bouncy castle 
after it blew away in the wind and 
careered 300 metres down a hill 
with the beloved child inside. 

Shelby and William Thurston 
were convicted of manslaughter 
by gross negligence after 11 hours 
of deliberations as a four-week 
trial finally came to a conclusion 
yesterday afternoon. 

The Thurstons’ family broke 
down in tears as the jury of seven 
women and five men delivered 
their verdicts, while the couple 
sat calmly in the dock. 

On March 26, 2016, Summer 
Grant was playing on the inflat¬ 
able at the Harlow Town Park 
funfair when it was swept down a 
hill and hit a tree before colliding 
with a fence and coming to a 
stop. 

The youngster from Norwich, 
whose grieving parents watched 
the trial unfold at Chelmsford 
Crown Court, suffered serious 
injuries and was rushed to Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital, but died 
a few hours later. 

As he adjourned sentencing for 
the couple, Justice Neil Garnham 
QC, told them a prison sentence 
was not out of the question. 

He said: “Let me make this crys¬ 
tal clear, all options are open. 

“I shall seriously consider 
imprisonment. I will be consid¬ 
ering all options in terms of sen¬ 
tence.” 

After hearing three weeks of 
evidence, involving health and 
safety experts, Summer’s family 
and both Shelby and William 
Thurston, the jury were sent out 
to consider their verdicts on Fri¬ 
day before finding the couple 
guilty of both manslaughter by 


gross negligence and offences 
under the Health and Safety Act. 

During the trial, Shelby Thur¬ 
ston, 26, told the courtroom how 
she tried to hold the bouncy castle 
down when it was swept away in a 
strong wind. 

She said: “I screamed and I 
tried to grab hold of it but it 
wouldn’t hold. 

“I remember that William had 
run after it along with what I now 
know to be Summer’s dad, Lee. 
When I got down to the bottom, 
the dome had already come to a 
stop.” 

William Thurston was the first 
to reach the inflatable after it had 
come to a stop with a “crack“, 
resting against a fence. 

“I still didn’t believe that there 
was anybody inside,” he said. “I 
was hoping to God that there 
wasn’t. 

“I poked my head inside first 
and called words to the effect of, 


‘Is there anybody in there?’ 

“I got no response. There was a 
second where I was relieved 
because I thought there was 
nobody inside.” 

However, he noticed a slight dip 
at one end of the dome, and went 
inside to find Summer’s body. 

He said: “I went in and saw 
there was a little girl inside. I 
picked her up, carried her out¬ 
side. There was a few people there 
by that point. I put her in the 
recovery position.” 

Raining 

Witnesses told the court it had 
been raining and windy on the 
day of the incident. 

A yellow weather wind warn¬ 
ing was in place and the weather 
forecast for the coming weekend 
was stormy. 

The Thurstons were running a 
number of rides at the funfair, 
including three inflatables - a 


large slide, a smaller slide and the 
Circus Super Dome that was 
involved in the incident. 

While the larger slide was 
being deflated, Summer was on 
the dome when it lifted into the 
air and blew away. 

The couple told the court they 
had regularly checked Met Office 
weather updates on the day and 
had seen the wind was due to pick 
up in a few hours, so agreed to 
deflate the big slide first due to the 
rain. They claimed it was not 
windy and a sudden gust blew the 
dome away. 

A meteorologist confirmed 
weather warnings were in place 
that day for the area covering the 
park and wind speeds and gusts 
had increased throughout the day, 
reaching as high as 45mph during 
the late afternoon. 

The couple had also not 
adequately anchored the inflat¬ 
able dome to the ground.

Speaking after the hearing, 
senior investigating officer, 
Detective Chief Inspector Daniel 
Stoten, of the Kent and Essex Ser¬ 
ious Crime Directorate, said: 
“Summer Grant was a seven-year- 
old girl who lost her life in the 
most tragic of circumstances. 

“The inflatable should never 
have been in use in those weather 
conditions and the operators 
should never have allowed Sum¬ 
mer to play on it. 

“The Thurstons held a huge 
responsibility to ensure the safety 
of the children that used their 
rides. They treated this respons¬ 
ibility with total disregard, put¬ 
ting profit before safety. 

Tragedy 

“I welcome the convictions in 
this case, however this is a 
tragedy for everyone involved. 

“Summer Grant was a beautiful 
little girl with a beaming smile 
and a caring nature. She will 
never be forgotten. 

“Summer’s parents Cara and 
Lee, her sister Lily and her 
Iwider family have suffered an 


unspeakable loss. 

“They have displayed utter dig¬ 
nity throughout the last two years 
and during the court process. 
They have my complete respect 
for the strength and courage they 
have shown.” 

Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE) inspector Nicola Jaynes 
added: “Anyone operating an item 
of fairground equipment should 
be aware of their legal duty to 
protect the health and safety of 
those not in their employment. 

“They should be aware that 
HSE will not hesitate to take 
appropriate enforcement action 
against those that fall below the 
required standards. 

“An inflatable should be 
checked before use and these 
checks should include ensuring it 
is adequately secured to the 
ground. 

“When in use operators should 
monitor the weather closely and 
an inflatable should not be used in 
wind speeds above 24mph or as 
directed by the manufacture.” 

The couple will be sentenced at 
a later date yet to be set.

A FUNERAL has been held for a homeless man who 
died after living in the car park of a Tesco in 
Harlow. 

Mourners and well-wishers from across the com¬ 
munity were at the funeral on Friday (May 4) for 
Hamid Farahi Alamdari - a quantum physicist who 
fought in Iraq - who sadly died in February. 

He was a friendly face to shoppers at the super¬ 
store in Church Langley. 

After falling on hard times, he used to sleep inside 
his car which was parked at the supermarket, but he 
passed away while he was staying in nearby hotel 
accommodation. 

Adam Protheroe, 40, became friends with Hamid 
when he met him at the shop in November 2017 and 
was at the council-organised funeral. 

He said: “It was a nice service - it was very 
poignant that he went out to Enigma’s Return To 
Innocence. 

“It has totally ruined the song for me now as

whenever I hear it I will get upset and be reminded of 
his funeral. 

“It was sad to say goodbye. 

“I just started talking to him outside Tesco and 
asked whether I could do anything to help. I gave him 
a bag of clothes and took him down some food. 

“I was always popping down there once I had put 
the kids to bed. I got to know him a bit better from 
there.” 

Hamid had been moved to the Oasis Hotel by 
homeless charity ‘streets to Homes’ as the weather 
turned colder. 

Having attained a degree in quantum physics, he 
was once shortlisted to work with Stephen Hawking 
but sadly, Hamid’s PTSD from fighting in the Iran- 
Iraq war meant his life spiralled and he went on to 
suffer with alcohol abuse. 

Veteran 

But despite the difficulties he faced, the veteran 
was fighting to get himself back on track and began 
to attend support meetings. 

Hamid’s brother read a eulogy in front of family 
and members of the community including staff from 
the Tesco he used to live outside. 

“His brother was there and did the eulogy,” Adam 
added. 

“He talked about his travels, his experience and 
intelligence and the fact he had fallen on hard 
times. 

“They were grateful to see so many come down. 

“I spoke to a few ladies from Church Langley who 
had chatted to him - I was not the only one who 
helped him out. 

“One of the ladies said that he could not have 
picked a nicer place to live because everyone is very 
friendly and there is a good community feeling.”

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Ten-year-old leukaemia sufferer hopes family fun day will help fund her dream 


Brave Trinity aims 
for visit to NASA

A TEN-YEAR-OLD girl with leuk¬ 
aemia hopes to fulfil her dream of 
visiting NASA in America by 
holding a family fun day in Che- 
shunt. 

Trinity Peck, who lives in Har¬ 
low with her mum and three sib¬ 
lings, was diagnosed with 
leukaemia on January 2 this year. 

Towards the end of 2017, the 
Longwood Academy pupil started 
to get blood clots inside her mouth 
- about the size of a 50p piece, 
explained her mum Katie Peck. 

She also had unexplained 
bruises and rashes on her leg 
which was initially thought to be 
an effect of the snow during the 
winter months. 

Diagnosed 

Trinity began sleeping more 
and more and spent most of 
Christmas Day in bed having 
returned there to sleep after open¬ 
ing her presents. 

Mum Katie said: “Before Trin¬ 
ity was diagnosed, [her] beha¬ 
viour started to change. 

“She was sleeping a lot, bruises 
kept appearing and she was hav¬ 
ing nose bleeds.” 



Trinity Peck 


Over the New Year period Trin¬ 
ity was taken to Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital where her family 
were keen to find answers to her 
ill health. She was then rushed to 
Great Ormond Street Hospital in 
London where she was diagnosed 
with leukaemia. 

“It can be someone you know or 
a close friend you hear about it all 
the time but when it is your own, 
you think how is that possible?” 
said Katie. 

Trinity has since had multiple 
blood transfusions, surgical pro¬ 
cedures - including a port inser¬ 
ted into her chest for medication - 


and several rounds of chemother¬ 
apy. 

Trinity said: “I have had lots of 
blood tests, platelets, blood trans¬ 
fusions, a bone marrow biopsy. 

“I have a port in my chest for my 
medication and have gone up to 
regiment C chemotherapy. 

“I get many side effects but I am 
still smiling and love to have a 
giggle. I have lost most of my hair 
now and have a wig and bandanas 
which I love and all the boys in my 
family have shaved their heads for 
me. 

“I have a teacher who comes 
every day so I do not fall behind 
with my school work which is 
great.

Home appeals 
for Daisy’s pals 

Invite to attend funeral of 104-year-old

A care home in Harlow has made 
a desperate appeal for people who 
may have known 104-year old 
Daisy Staines to attend her funer¬ 
al. 

Daisy, who lived at St Michaels 
Close, sadly died at the grand age 
of 104- but has no family or friends 
to attend her funeral. 

After developing dementia, the 
dance fanatic was taken into the 
care if Ashlyns care home on 
September 28, 2010. 

The 104-year-old, who was the 
oldest resident at Ashlyns, was a 
keen ballroom dancer in her 
youth and her carers said she had 
a passion for dance and music. 

Activity co-ordinator, Alison 
Armstrong, said: “When she 
came to us, she had dementia. 

“She had a brother called Fred 
who would come and visit her 
regularly but we think he has 


since passed away. 

“Daisy was a very keen dancer, 
she just to enjoy talking about 
dancing with her late husband 
and looking at old photos of them 
both. She was such a character, 
she had a great sense of humour 
and she was also telling us stories 
about the war years.” 

Daisy, who was born in Tot¬ 
tenham, London, in 1913, married 
in 1939 when she was 25 years old. 
Her husband died in 1980. 

Alison continued: “She had her 
favourite people and only let 
people in who she trusted and 
liked but she loved other people’s 
company. 

Fashion 

“Her main fashion statement 
was wigs and she used to put them 
on and dance around her room. 

“She loved anything floral and 
green, and she loved cats and 
animals. Whenever we had ther¬ 
apy dogs in, her face would just 


light up.” 

Daisy had three brothers, Joe 
and George. Her brother Fred, 
who also lived in Harlow, died last 
year at 103 years old. 

And now the care home has 
made a desperate appeal for 
mourners who knew Daisy to 
attend her funeral. 

“If anybody knows Daisy please 
come along to the funeral, I would 
hate for anyone to miss it,” Alison 
said. 

“It is just going to be us carers 
because we don’t know whether 
she has any more family. 

“For someone who has lived 
that long, just to have people at 
her funeral would be lovely. 

“She was a real character and 
she will be sorely missed by every¬ 
one here.” 

Daisy will leave Ashlyns at 
10.15am and her funeral will be 
held on May 18 at the cremat¬ 
orium in Parndon Wood Road at 
10.45am.

FOLLOWING on from a few 
days of decent weather last 
month there was a 
significant increase in 
reports of nuisance 
motorbikes in Harlow being 
ridden off road. It is believed 
there are a small number of 
bikes which are causing real 
upset for local residents, the 
manner in which they are 
being used is dangerous. 

I would urge residents to 
contact the Community 
Policing Team with any 
information that may assist 
us with who owns or uses 
the bikes, it’s not always the 


best or the safest option for 
police to pursue the bikes 
but thanks to information 
already supplied we have 
been able to identify a 
number of riders and have 
started to issue notices to 
them regarding riding in an 
antisocial manner this then 
gives the police the power to 
seize the motorbike should 
continue to be used in such 
away. 

Your local policing team 
have been working hard to 
reduce vehicle related crime, 
vans have been targeted with 
tools and electrical 


equipment stolen from 
inside, there’s nothing worse 
than waking in the morning 
to find your van has been 
broken into and you are 
unable to go to work. There 
have also been a number of 
index plates stolen from cars 
which are then used on 
other vehicles to commit 
more serious crime. 

We have worked closely 
with the council Community 
Safety Team and other police 
forces to reduce vehicle 
crime, a recent three day 
operation with Hertfordshire 
police resulted in twelve 


arrests for a number of 
offences including theft and 
burglary and four stolen 
vehicles were recovered, if 
possible remove any tools or 
valuables from vehicles 
overnight, park in well-lit 
area’s and call us regarding 
any suspicious activity that 
you see. 

Thanks to two eagle eyed 
members of the public who 
called police regarding some 
suspicious activity in the 
early hours a 18 year old 
male was arrested after a 
number of vehicles had been 
broken into. He has been 


released under investigation 
after being arrested for 7 
offences. 

We regularly hold ‘coffee 
with cops’ events at the 
Staple Tye McDonald’s, this 
is an ideal opportunity to 
come and discuss issues with 
your local Community 
Policing Team, whilst taking 
advantage of the offer to 
have a free drink. The 
upcoming dates are June 7,

Homeless and hungry getting 
help from county Freemasons

A HARLOW based charity, 
the Michael Roberts 
Charitable Trust is making a 
massive difference helping 
the deprived, the homeless 
and the hungry, has received 
financial help from Essex 
Freemasons with a major 
grant of £3,000. 

Thousands of people, 
many of them children who 
would be without food and 
other vital services, receive 
help from the MRCT, based 
at the Rainbow Centre in 
Wych Elm and demand is 
growing by the day. The 
£3,000 grant, donated via the 
Masonic Charitable 
Foundation (MCF), the 
Freemasons own charity, will 
assist the Trust to continue 
their vital work. 

But as the MRCT’s co¬ 
founder Gary Knott 
explained: “Like most 
charities we always need 
more and demand for our 
foodbank services is up by 32 
per cent this year and so far 
in this financial year we have 
fed over 3,500 people and 
their families.” 

“The grant from Essex 
Freemasons really helps not 
only with the foodbank but 
in all the other areas where 
we are engaging with the 
community at our Drop-In 
Centres and with our Bounty 
Club scheme which supplies 
fresh food to those in 
greatest need.” 

The MRCT charity is 
incredibly effective working 
alongside most of the 
leading agencies in Harlow 
and the surrounding areas. 
Families in crisis and with 
immediate need are referred 
to the foodbank which is 
based at St Paul’s Church, 


Harlow. Such families 
receive help for up to 21 
days to allow them to get 
back on their feet. 

The operation is run from 


a central store which collects 
fresh and non-perishable 
food from local supporters, 
supermarkets and businesses 
that allow both non¬ 


perishable and surplus fresh 
food to be used rather than 
sent to landfill. 

Much of this is delivered to 
needy residents across 


Harlow and the surrounding 
area via front-line care 
professionals. 

The MRCT also has drop in 
centres on Tuesday and 


Friday in Harlow where the 
homeless and vulnerable can 
find help. A further centre is 
open at Harefield Church in 
the Stow area on Thursdays.

M ANY parents have told 
their child a white lie or 
two, usually with the best 
of intentions. 

Research suggests 45% 
of parents tell their children a white 
lie at least once a week, and a fifth 
(20%) tell them well-meaning 
untruths daily to satisfy their curious 
minds. 

A lot of parents don’t feel at all 
guilty about occasionally being less 
than truthful with their little ones - in 
fact, the survey by online card and 
gift retailer Moonpig.com found 58% 
of mums think answering their 
child's tricky questions by telling 
little white lies is a great part of being 
a parent. 

So what porkies are parents telling 
their kids? Here are the 12 most 
common ones, according to 
Moonpig’s survey...

a large lemon drizzle cake and 
leaving it out in the kitchen.

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ARE WHITE LIES HARMLESS? 

CLINICAL psychologist Linda 
Blair, author of books including 
The Happy Child, says there's no 
one simple answer as to whether 
white lies are harmless or not. 

"Each parent has to parent the 
I way they think best, but my advice 
is you need to look at the 
intent of a lie. If the intent 
I is to share and make 
some events more fun 
and exciting, for 
example Father 
Christmas or the Easter 
Bunny, then I don't see 
any harm in that. But if the 
intent is that you can't be 
bothered to tell your child the right 
answer to a question they've 
asked, then I don’t think that’s 
good. In the long-run, they’ll know 
less and they’ll also not want to 
come to you when they want to 
learn something, and that's going 
to be terrible when they’re 
teenagers and you really need 
them to communicate," she adds. 

Linda believes that even with 
questions about Father Christmas 
and the Easter Bunny, if your child 
asks you if it's really true, parents 
should tell the truth. However, 
there are thoughtful ways of doing 
it - for example, you may just ask 
the child: 'What do you think?’ 

"They need to know they can 
trust their parents," says Linda. 
"Your first aim is to educate your 
child as much as possible, to make 
sure they're as good a human 
being as they can possibly be when

they go out into the wide world. 

"The second aim is to make sure 
they know they can always come to 
you and you'll do your best to talk 
to them and to listen to them, and 
the third aim is for them to know 
they can trust you." 

Linda points out, however, that 
care needs to be taken when 
parents tell a white lie - the 
one about fruit seeds 
growing inside their 
bodies if they eat them, 
for example, could 
scare them and be 
construed as bullying. 

"A lot of people will say 
they were just teasing 
when they tell a white lie, but 
there's a very, very thin line 
between teasing and bullying, and 
you have to be awfully careful 
where you are on that," she 
explains. "If you have the remotest 
doubt, then don't say it at all, 
because you might be too close to 
bullying. Bullying produces more 
bullies, and you don't want your 
child to be a bully." 

PARENTS LIE TO STOP QUESTIONS 

PARENTS don't just tell white lies 
to tease or for fun: 39% admit they 
sometimes simply tell little porkies 
to stop their children asking 
incessant questions. 

According to Moonpig.com, the 
top 10 most common questions 
kids ask are: 

1. Are we nearly there yet? 

2. Will you read me a story? 

3. Why do I have to go to bed? 

4. How come they're allowed that 
and I'm not? 

5. What's the time? 

6. Why do I have to go to school? 

7. Why can't I stay up as late as you 
do? 

8. Can I play on the phone/tablet? 

9. Why do I need to eat my 
vegetables? 

10. Where do babies come from? 

The survey suggests youngsters 
are increasingly turning to tech to 
find answers to their questions, 
rather than to mum or dad, with 
71% of parents anticipating their 
children will use tech devices more 
and more to help find answers. 

But although some children’s 
questions can be annoying, 
particularly if they're constantly 
repeated, parents might be well 
advised to appreciate being asked 
while it lasts.

RETURNING FROM 

THE DARK SIDE 

SINCE WINNING THE X FACTOR, MATT CARDLE HAS HAD 
HIS UPS AND DOWNS AS HE TELLS MARTIN NEAL 


HEN Essex boy 
Matt Cardie 
captured the 
nation’s hearts by 
winning the X 
Factor in 2010 it seemed he 
had the world at his feet. 

His rousing rendition of Biff 
Clyro’s Many of Horror 
(renamed When We Collide for 
the ITV talent show) he had 
teary-eyed TV viewers leaping 
from their settees all the way 
from Barnstaple to Buckie, a 
guaranteed Christmas No 1 
just around the corner and a 
£lm recording contract in his 
back pocket. 

He’d even beaten One 
Direction - who went on to be 
the biggest boyband in the 
world - into second place. 

What could possibly go 
wrong? 

Well as Halstead-raised Matt, 
now 34, admits, the stresses, 
strains and demands of instant 
fame took their toll. He 
became addicted to Tramadol 
- sometimes known as Hillbilly 
Crack - and alcohol. 

In his darkest days he feared 
he’d never make music again, 
but now he’s back - clean, 
reinvigorated and promoting 
his first album since 2013. 

“It’s something that at one 
point I never thought I’d do,” 
he admitted of Time To Be 
Alive, which was released by 
Sony Music last Friday (May 4), 
preceded by the first single 
from it, Desire, which came 
out last month. 


Revealing the background to 
his descent into drug and 
alcohol dependency, he said: 
“No-one really prepares you 
for it (the pressure of fame). 

“On the way up it’s great, 
everyone wants to hold doors 
open for you, talk to you and 
get you on their show. I loved 
it - who wouldn’t? 

“When I won the X Factor, it 
was the most-watched final 
ever - 17 million people 
watched it. 

“At that time even Chris 
Martin of Coldplay could walk 
down Oxford Street and not be 
recognised. But I couldn’t! 
Everyone knew who I was and 
I hadn’t even had an album 
out! 

“It’s a weird situation for 


anyone to be in. It’s a funny 
place to start your career. It 
takes a lot of time to figure out 
who you are and what you are 
doing.” 

Matt’s battle with his 
demons lasted two years until 
he sought help. 

“I had no idea at the time if 
I’d make another album,” he 
admitted. “But with the help of 
friends, family, some fully- 
trained professional people 
and my manager, I started to 
sort myself out.” 

In 2015 he took the lead role 
of Huey Calhoun in the West 
End hit musical Memphis, and 
began writing Time To Be Alive 
- the title reflecting his 
renewed enthusiasm for life 
after getting clean. 


Deliberately taking his time 
to pen his new material, he’s 
re-emerged with a new sound, 
fusing electronica, gospel, rock 
and soul on a 14-track record 
that reveals his personal 
battles and how he won them. 

“If I can’t write a rock solid 
album in four years, I should 
go and do something else,” 
joked Matt as he revealed his 
pride in the new release. “It’s 
by far the best piece of work 
I’ve ever done.” 

Of its lyrical content he said: 
“Ninety per cent of songs are 
about heartbreak and love and 
my previous three albums 
were like that, but I didn’t 
want to do that this time.” 

Matt talks like a winner, 
riding on the crest of a wave 
after winning his battle and 
getting back to doing what he 
does best. So what can we 
expect next? 

“I’m taking it one step at a 
time,” said Matt. “I’m cr*p at 
planning for the future! 

What is certain, though, is 
that he’ll be back in North 
Essex, the place he calls home 
despite being born in 
Southampton, to visit his folks. 

“I was properly raised in 
Essex,” he said. 

“I grew up on the Essex/ 
Suffolk border. My childhood 
was all about playing in fields 
and climbing trees -1 loved it. 
My mum and dad still live 
there so I come back to see 
them.”

Kings 

Civic Theatre, Chelmsford 

It’s not often folk music and a 
post-apocalyptic vision collide, 
but Ion Boden and the Remnant 
Kings took the audience at 
Chelmsford’s Civic Theatre into 
this singular vision. 

From the start of the show, the 
audience were invited to imagine 
an abandoned city, taken over for 
the night by young people from 
the outlying countryside who are 
lighting up the ruins with 
fireworks and flames for a 
Beltane/Diwali carnival. 


Certainly not what was expected 
from the co-founder member of 
folk-rock big band Bellowhead, 
but it soon became apparent the 
apocalyptic vision was a platform 
to answer the question, what 
songs would survive when there is 
no more electricity to power 
instruments? 

Under the expert guidance of 
Boden, the Remnant Band 
displayed virtuoso skills, with 
particularly good performances 
from the string section and at one 
point a pleasant interjection from 
a clarinet. 

We are taken into a dark city 


and introduced to a young man 
searching for a striking lady he has 
seen before. Upon finding her the 
two embark on a one night 
romance against the backdrop of a 
hedonistic ‘post-oil’ society. 


The sense of love and life amid 
decay is prevalent throughout, 
reflected in original songs such as 
Moths In The Gas Light, Fires of 
Midnight and All The Stars Are 
Coming Out Tonight. 


Drawing us further into his 
world, Boden revealed popular 
songs which have survived the 
breakdown of society, now 
stripped down to be played on 
traditional instruments. Whitney 
Houston’s I Want To Dance With 
Somebody (Who Loves Me) 
becomes an accordion-led waltz 
and new depth is added to Kate 
Bush’s Hounds of Love with 
acoustic guitar work. 

An immersive evening of 
thought-provoking music enjoyed 
by all and certain to be 
remembered.

Having been warmed up by 
the excellent Homeless Gospel 
Choir and The Arkells, who set 
a high bar for the headline act 
to follow, the audience was 


very much in the mood for 
what, as Frank reminded us 
and apologised for several 
times, was his first appearance 
in Southend since he 
supported a man with a rude 
name and his Gang at 
Chinnerys more than a decade 
ago. Things have moved on a 
bit since. 

Releasing albums regularly 
means that the set is always 
kept fresh at a Frank Turner 
show and a liberal helping of 
his new, more pop-influenced 
material added a new and 
well-received dimension. 


Peggy Sang the Blues and 
Long Live the Queen were 
notable absentees but there 
was plenty from the back 
catalogue too - 
Photosynthesis, Glory 
Hallelujah and Reasons Not To 
Be An Idiot among the picks 
from the main set, while 
Father’s Day and The Ballad of 
Me and My Friends took us 
quite wonderfully back to the 
early days as the band took 
what their “union break”. 

Whatever Frank does, he 
does with passion, energy and 
enthusiasm and that’s what 


makes his shows so enjoyable. 

He’s always been good at 
connecting with his audience 
as well as awareness of matters 
close to his heart too, and the 
message from his latest album 
Be More Kind was one he was 
keen to push. 

Tell someone you’re a fan of 
Frank Turner and they’ll either 
answer “he’s a genius” or 
“who?” Hopefully he’ll not 
leave it as long before he 
returns and those who are 
missing out can see what the 
fuss is about.

ANON (15) ★★★★★ 


PUBLISHED in 1949, George Orwell’s scarily 
prescient novel 1984 issued stark warnings 
about government surveillance, ideological 
manipulation and societal fragmentation to 
those who were willing to read and listen. 

Many of Orwell’s concerns have been echoed 
in the work of New Zealand-born writer- 
director Andrew Niccol, who tampered with 
genetics in his eye-catching 1997 debut Gattaca 
before deservedly earning an Oscar nomination 
for his script for The Truman Show starring Jim 
Carrey. 

Big Brother is closely watching all of us in 
Niccol’s latest dystopian thriller, a polished 
exercise in style over substance that promises 
far more than it delivers. 

Anon unfolds in a bleak future where citizens 
of the world are permanently hard-wired to a 
vast cloud network called The Ether, which 
stores memories, visual and audio information 
as date- and time-encoded records. 

Anyone can access their own personal data 
and relive the past - good or bad - in their 
mind’s eye or share fragments with friends and 
family, but it is impossible to amend or delete 
events from a timeline. Or so goes the theory. 

Police detective Sal Frieland (Clive Owen) and 
colleague Charles Gattois (Colm Feore) are part 
of this sharply suited band of crime-fighters, 
who meticulously sift through the Ether under 
the aegis of Commissioner Joseph Kenik (Iddo 
Goldberg). 

Lawmakers have the power to seize anyone’s 
records and sombrely confront suspected 
murderers, adulterers and cheats with 
undeniable evidence of their wrongdoing. 

New world order is thrown into dizzying 
disarray when a hacker called Anon (Amanda 
Seyfried) finds a way to edit timelines and 
conceal the misdemeanours of her wealthy 
clientele. 

Sal goes undercover with the police 
department’s technical wizard Lester Goodman 
(Joe Pingue) to entrap Anon. 

The hacker proves a slippery adversary. 

“It’s not that I have something to hide,” Anon 
coolly informs Sal. “It’s that I have nothing I 
want you to see.” 

Unperturbed, the police gain access to Anon’s 
stream of visual data and they are impressed by 
her reluctance to fill her warehouse apartment 
with the latest technology. 

Anon walks the beat at a plodding, pedestrian 
pace. 

The flawed logic of a faltering script is 
matched by thinly sketched characters and an 
achingly predictable attempt to pull the 
narrative from under our feet that we see 
coming before Niccol has a firm hold on the 
rug. 

Owen’s largely lifeless performance hints at 
the monotony of Sal’s unedifying existence but 
also seems to reflect the soporific stupor that 
settles on the picture in its early stages. 

Niccol’s script keeps Seyfried’s techno-rebel 
at arm’s length so there is never any danger of 
us forming an emotional attachment to her. 

She logs in and we tune out. 



Lacklustre thriller 


ENTEBBE (12A) ★★★★★ 

T he real-life hijacking of 
an Air France flight in 
June 1976 by members 
of the Popular Front 
for the Liberation of 
Palestine, and a subsequent 
rescue mission led by Israeli 
Defence Forces (IDF), are 
terrific raw ingredients for an 
edge-of-seat geo-political 
thriller. 

Director Jose Padilha would 
seem to be the perfect choice 
to mercilessly crank up tension 
as the fates of terrorists, 
hostages and commandos 
collide head-on at Entebbe 
airport in Uganda. 

The award-winning Brazilian 
filmmaker stormed the festival 
circuit in 2007 with his nerve- 
jangling debut Elite Squad, a 
gritty, propulsive portrait of 
crime, punishment and sweat- 
drenched machismo set in the 
crime-riddled favelas of Rio de 
Janeiro. 

Regrettably, the qualities that 
set Elite Squad apart more 
than a decade ago are sorely 
lacking from this crushingly 
dull modern history lesson 
penned by Gregory Burke, 
which bungles the IDF’s 
storming of the airport 
terminal, taking the fight to the 
terrorists, by relying on a 
surfeit of slow-motion 
camerawork. 


The most exciting element of 
Padilha’s underwhelming film 
is a contemporary dance 
performance that punctuates 
all of the turgid to and fro 
between members of the 
Israeli cabinet led by Yitzhak 
Rabin and the hostage takers. 

Dancers are expressive and 
expertly choreographed but 
the dramatisation that waltzes 
around them is depressingly 
flat-footed. 

Shortly after Air France flight 
139 departs Tel Aviv carrying 
predominantly Israeli and 
Jewish passengers, German 
revolutionaries Wilfried Bose 


(Daniel Bruhl) and Brigitte 
Kuhlmann (Rosamund Pike) 
and their accomplices retrieve 
guns from hand luggage and 
storm the cockpit. 

The terrorists divert the 
plane to Benghazi in Libya, 
where Wilfried clashes with 
flight engineer Jacques Le 
Moine (Denis Menochet) 
during several hours on the 
runway to refuel. 

Eventually, exhausted 
passengers touch down in 
Uganda, where they become 
the guests of the country’s 
fearsome president, Idi Amin 
(Nonso Anozie). 


Rabin (Lior Ashkenazi) and 
the rest of the Israeli cabinet, 
including minister of defence 
Shimon Peres (Eddie Marsan), 
are faced with a ransom 
demand: the lives of the 
passengers in exchange for the 
release of prisoners. 

While Rabin advocates 
diplomacy to defuse a volatile 
situation, Peres refuses to 
negotiate with terrorists and 
conceives a daring plan for IDF 
forces, including Zeev Hirsch 
(Ben Schnetzer) and Yonatan 
Netanyahu (Angel Bonanni), to 
neutralise the threat in a 
daring raid. 

“If I were still a general, I 
would never approve this 
mission,” laments Rabin as he 
shoulders the burden of his 
country’s expectations of a 
bloodless resolution to the 
crisis. 

Entebbe takes 107 turgid 
minutes to oscillate back and 
forth between the two camps, 
reiterating conflicting political 
stances without delving into 
the meaty back stories of the 
characters spouting those 
words. 

Bruhl and Pike are 
squandered in thankless roles 
devoid of verbal fireworks and 
emotional complexity. 

When the dust settles on the 
climactic shootout, we feel 
nothing for the faceless and 
the fallen.

I Mirror Books I 
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People are in for 
unexpected treat 

London-born actor Benedict Cumberbatch stars in Patrick Melrose, a new 
five-part series based on the much-loved novels by Edward St Aubyn. The 
41-year-old Sherlock star tells GEMMA DUNN more about his troubled 
character, who suffered an abusive childhood and drug-addled adulthood 


How did you find yourself 
involved with the TV adaptation 
of Patrick Melrose? 

(PRODUCERS) Michael Jackson and 
Rachael Horovitz had the rights to 
the Patrick Melrose series of books 
by Edward St Aubyn and they came 
to me. 

I knew there'd be a broad bracket 
of actors who had also probably 
read the books and gone, "Hmm, 
wouldn't mind a stab at that" 

I was just very, very lucky to be in 
the right place at the right time. 

Tell us a bit more about 
your troubled 
character. 

PATRICK is a 
character desperate 
to distance himself 
from his terrible 
childhood and as a 
result is, 

psychologically, all 
over the place. 

He's addicted to drugs 
and near suicidal, but also 
incredibly funny and 
brilliant. 

At the heart of the subject matter 
was something that angled a world 
that I thought I knew, and it turned 
it on its head through the 
perspective of this really unique 
character who suffers so much and 
goes on this extraordinary journey 
from victimhood to survivor. 

Did you talk to any addicts in 
order to play him? 

YES, a wonderful husband-and-wife 
team, Cher and Russell from 3D 
Research. They worked with us in an 
advisory capacity and are 
professional advisers to many 
different professional bodies about 
addiction and drug abuse. 



They also have struggled with 
addiction themselves and were 
incredibly candid and encouraging 
and supporting throughout the 
whole creative process, in rehearsals 
and for the duration of the 
production. 

Have you met Patrick Melrose 
author Edward St Aubyn too? 

YES - we'd met socially before, but 
after I was involved I didn't want to 
approach Teddy too early. 

I didn't want to start scrabbling 
around and trying to 
understand him and 
Patrick too early. 

Then I bumped into 
him at a party. He 
said, Are these books 
happening?' I said, 
'Yes, they definitely 
are'. He was generous 
and incredibly good 
company. 

In 2012, you said this 
was the one part that 
you wanted to play. 

I REMEMBER saying it at 
a fan convention in Australia. I also 
said Hamlet - those are the only two 
roles that I'd ever bucket listed. 

The last (Patrick Melrose) novel 
had been published in 2011 and that 
was the year I'd started to read the 
series. It's an awful thing to say, 
considering how monstrous some of 
these people are, but I just felt that I 
had a slight lock in to the world. 

I had a little understanding of that 
milieu - the brilliance but coldness 
of the cynicism and the irony. 

You're also producing. What 
challenges did you face, being 
the producer and the lead actor? 

YOU have to wear different hats at

different times. On some occasions I 
found that a little bit confusing, but 
mainly I was more of a producer in 
prep and pre-production. 

When I'm not busy as an actor, I 
do look into the producing and 
directing side of things - but 
seeing the amount of work that 
(director) Edward Berger had 
directing all five episodes, right 
now is not a good time. 

I have two small children 
(Christopher, two, and 
one-year-old Hal with his 
wife Sophie Hunter) and 
acting in that part was quite 
enough. 

Was Patrick Melrose a 
difficult role to play in 
terms of the tough 
subjects tackled? 

THE hardest task was 
containing that amount 
of hurt and pain, 
having to go to a place 
where that was 
coursing through his 
veins and tipping 
him towards 
chaotic, self¬ 
destructive 
behaviour. 

Some of the 
scenes in the hotel 
room are pretty 
tough. It's like a 
one-man show when 
he starts trashing the 
hotel room - these 
schizoid voices come 
out and start 
dialoguing with one 
another, so I'm talking 
to myself. That was a 
weird day at the office, 
let's put it that way. 

How easy is it to 
switch off once the 
cameras stop rolling? 

I'VE learned over many 
occasions to leave the work 
on screen, go home in the 
car, turn on the radio and start 
to let go so that I walk in the door 
and it's not: 'How was your day?' 
'WELL, I was looking at my dead 
dad, thinking of him raping me and 
then I injected cocaine into my left 
ankle and smashed up a hotel room 
before near overdosing on heroin 
and waking up surrounded by 
blood, vomit and needles. You 
know, the norm!' 
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People say Gene Kelly 
was a tough task master. 

He was, but he 
was a very good 
friend and h° 
took care of n , c 


French-born dancer and Hollywood star Leslie Caron tells MARION McMULLEN that movie 
legend Gene Kelly would be proud of the new stage version of An American In Paris 



How did your film debut in 1951 
movie An American In Paris 
come about? 

GENE Kelly spotted me on an 
opening night of a ballet I was 
dancing. I was the principal and 
he remembered me a year later 
when he was doing An American In 
Paris. Cyd Charisse was going to do 
the movie but became pregnant. 

(Laughs) Gene had tried to meet 
me the opening night of the ballet, 
but I was just a very young girl, just 
17, and had gone home without 
waiting for well-wishers in the 
dressing room. I didn't know that 
tradition. 

Did you know who Gene Kelly 
was? 

I HAD never heard of him and I 
think he knew it. As soon as I 
arrived, he put together all his 
famous roles one after another on 
one superb film and he had it 
projected for me so I knew the work 
he did. 

How was your English at the 
time? 

NON-EXISTENT. My mother was 
American and my father, being part 
of a distinguished family, had 
English nannies and they would 
speak together in English when they 
did not want the children to 
understand. 

I had just a small notion of English 
- not even enough to go into a 
restaurant. 

Gene would give me the lines in 
the movie and I would just imitate 
him and do it phoenetically and he 
would just make fun of me. 


What was it like working with 
the famous song and dance 
man? 

HE would watch out for me. He was 
very paternal. People say he had 
the reputation of being a tough 
taskmaster and, yes, he was, but he 
was a very good friend and he took 
care of me. 

Saturday night I could always go 
to his house and the door was 
always open to me as his friend. 

He was a really good guy. He 
discovered quite a few people and 
gave so many a chance. He used to 
turn me to face towards the camera 
during filming and would say 
'Honey, look at the camera 
otherwise your grandmother won't 
know you are in the film.' 

How did you find leaving Paris to 
film in Hollywood? 

GOING to America was like going to 
the moon back then. It took about 
30 hours and you had to change 
planes and stop for refuelling so 
many times. It was an adventure. 

California was like another world. 
They used to tell me how they had 
suffered during the war and could 
only have on chocolate bar a week. 

It made me feel a little isolated 
and a little lonely. They didn't know 
how bad it had been in Europe. 

The stage version of An 
American In Paris is about to be 
broadcast in cinemas. What is it 
like seeing it again? 

IT'S exciting. I'm so thrilled to see 
something that we started, I don't 
know how many years ago, is still 
inspiring young people. It is just 


magical. I'm so proud to be part of 
that. I've met the wonderful people 
involved. Chris Wheeldon is a 
fabulous choreographer, Robert 
Fairchild plays the male lead and 
Leanne Cope the role I played, Lise. 

They are wonderful performers 
and Leanne can sing as well as 
dance, which I couldn't do. I was 
really impressed. 

It would have been unbearable if I 
had not felt they were terrific. I 
would really have been angry, but 
they were so good and work so hard. 

They wanted to know everything 
about our film and how it came 
about and how we worked. I think 
Gene would have been very proud of 
this version as well. 

What is the enduring appeal of 
this musical? 

THE music of Gershwin. It's as 
simple as that. It all started with 
great music and then they came up 
with a plot to go around the music 
and songs. It was the way it was done 
in those days. 

I remember on Saturdays the 
creatives, the writers, the different 


musicians, the pianist, 
everybody, would get 
together and discuss what 
they been doing. It was the 
same story when they 
created the plot for Singin' In 
The Rain. 

What is it like playing 
Countess Mavrodaki in 
ITV drama The Durrells? 

(LAUGHS) I've just done a 
little bit. At one stage the 
director was my son's 
half-brother, my grandson 
was playing one of the roles and my 
son was one of the producers. It 
made me feel comfortable having 
everyone around. 

You are an extremely stylish 
86-year-old. What is your 
secret? 

I GUESS dancing keeps you fit and 
gives you a great deal of discipline. I 
don't eat cake and I don't have 
scones except once a year. I am very 
careful about my food and I don't 
drink and I don't smoke. 

I still do my exercises, believe it or 
not. I take my dog to the park and he 
goes running, running, running, but 
then he knows it's my turn. 

He's a Shih Tzu and they are good 
guard dogs. He sits with his back to 
me and surveys everything and 
makes sure everything is OK and I do 
some kicks and stretches. It's my 
routine.

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Bring to the boil, 
stirring to dissolve the 
sugar. Remove from the 
heat, add the flour and 
beat vigorously with a 
wooden spoon until it 
forms a thick, sticky 
dough.

5. Pipe six churros onto

While they're 
still hot, transfer to the 
cinnamon-sugar plate 
and roll until com¬ 
pletely covered. Repeat 
with the remaining 
dough. Serve with 
chocolate sauce. 


Ingredients: 

(Serves 12-15) 

215g sugar; 2tsp 
ground 

cinnamon; 1.5L 
plus 2tbsp 
vegetable oil 
(ideally flavourless, 
like sunflower); 

500ml water; Vfetsp salt; 
Vfctsp vanilla extract; 

240g plain flour 
For the chocolate sauce: 
lOOg dark chocolate; 185ml 
plant-based milk; 40g sugar; 
!/i>tsp vanilla extract 


METHOD: 

1. First, make the 
chocolate sauce. Break 
the chocolate into a 
small saucepan with 
the plant-based milk, 
sugar and vanilla. Stir 
to a smooth sauce. 
Transfer to a serving 
bowl and set aside. 

2. Next, sprinkle 115g 
of the other batch of 
sugar, plus cinnamon, 
over a large plate and 
set aside. 

3. Pour the 1.5 litres of 
oil into the large 
saucepan so that it 
comes a third of the 
way up the sides of the 
pan. Heat the oil to 
about 180°C. 

4. Meanwhile, put the 
water, the remaining 
lOOg sugar, the two 
tablespoons of 
vegetable oil, salt and 
vanilla extract into the 
medium saucepan and 
place on a high heat. 



Vloggers Henry Firth 
and Ian Theasby tell 

PRUDENCE WADE 

about their mission 
to make plant-based 
eating simpler for all 

V EGANISM has been on 
something of a PR 
rollercoaster in recent 
years. Not that long ago 
it was the remit of 
shoeless hippies then, as it crept 
closer to the mainstream, it was 
seized by the young and rich of 
Instagram. 

But why shouldn't it be for 
everyone? That's what Henry 
Firth and Ian Theasby, the duo 
behind BOSH!, think. They aren't 
here to take down Insta-vegans, 
nor are they fighting meat-eaters. 
Instead, they just want to show 
people that the plant-based 
lifestyle can be easy, tasty, and 
totally non-judgemental. 

BOSH! started life as a wildly 
popular online video series, and 
now the pals and business 
partners are taking the next step 
with a cookbook. 

Ian became vegan first, and 
says: "To be honest, it wasn't 
easy to begin with, but it has 
proven to be the best thing I’ve 
ever done.” 

Henry jokes: "I thought it was 
ridiculous! We were living 
together at the time and I was 
eating a lot of meat. 

"I remember him cooking 
these disgraceful curries and 
telling me they 
were vegan - they didn't look 
appealing at all." 

However, it didn't take long for 
Henry to get involved. Like many 
people, it was a Netflix 
documentary that changed 
his mind. 

"We watched Cowspiracy 
together and it was like a switch 
flipped in my brain," he says. 

The former Sheffield school 
friends had worked together 
before, and decided their newest 
venture would be vegan cooking 
and so BOSH! was born in 2016. 


Unlike many Insta-vegans, the 
guys are far from militant. "We're 
not advocates for the whole 
world going vegan, we just want 
people to eat more plants. That's 
our message," Henry states. 

Thankfully, they're not alone in 
wanting to help give veganism a 
new name. "I think more and 
more, it's fine to be vegan, to 
have a vegan meal, and to be 
friends with vegans. Lots of 
athletes and celebrities are plant- 
based, like Lewis Hamilton, 

Miley Cyrus, Serena Williams 
and Zac Efron," Henry says. 

"I think the fact neither of us 
are traditionally trained chefs 
has really resonated with our 
channel and helped us grow, 
because it's what you would call 
everyday food," Henry explains. 
"It's not some fancy-schmancy 
salad with quinoa and silly 
ingredients you can only buy in 
Wholefoods, it's just normal 
food.” 


The focus might be on simple 
staples, but this doesn't mean 
BOSH! doesn't mix it up a bit too. 
Ian credits his DJ background as 
inspiration for mashing recipes 
up - such as their 'guacaroni' 
(guacamole and macaroni) and 
burrito samosas. 

From fish and chips to 
spaghetti bolognese, the boys 
want to show that a vegan diet 
doesn't mean you have to stop 
eating your favourites - and 
neither do you have to go from 
zero to hero overnight. It's fine to 
dip your toes in 
and find ways 
that makes 
plant-based 
eating work for 
you. 

"Three years 
ago, we spotted 
that there was a 
real problem - 
people wanted to 
eat plant-based 


food but there really wasn't a 
decent source of easy-to-follow, 
hearty, healthy, nice-tasting 
recipes, and we kind of filled that 
void," Henry says. 

If you're interested in giving a 
plant-based diet a go, but aren't 
sure where to start, the Bosh! 
boys offer this simple advice: 

"The first question to ask yourself 
is, 'How can I get my favourite 
foods?' 

"You want to know what 
Indian and Chinese food you can 
eat, or of you want to make 
lasagne or a roast, how 
you're going to do that," 
says Henry. "It's about 
turning the "meat-eater's 
cravings into vegan form" 
Sounds good, right?

THAT feeling when jeans are 
halfway through the wash cycle 
you think 'No - the pockets!' It 
wasn't money I was worried about, 
or a cherished photograph, but 
herbs from the Languedoc in the 
south of France.

The herbs represented so much. 
The enthusiasm of the man - 
Jean-Claude Mas - for his 
surroundings; his love for the land 
and the impact of the land on his 
wines. Jean-Claude was taking me 
on a tour of his vineyards in a 
rip-roaring buggy ride, pointing 
out viognier, chardonnay, grenache 
gris and many many more grape 
varieties. When he handed me the 
herbs; I scrunched them and could 
smell the amazing “garrigue" of 



RAISE 
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the landscape - wild plants from 
the hills in this part of the 
Mediterranean. 

Red wines can be described as 
having a “garrigue" influence - 
and right there I understood. It's 
a pot-pourri of aromas, of earth, 
of greenery, of vegetation. I 
tucked the herbs in my pocket 
to await their fate. 

Jean-Claude Mas more than 
understands the wine alchemy 
he can create from his land. 

He has the Midas touch for 
producing great-value wines 
under his brand Domaines 


Paul Mas. He began with 35 
hectares of inherited land from his 
father (Paul Mas) in 2000 and only 
18 years later he has 13 estates 
- the 13th acquisition confirmed as 
I sat in his tasting room sipping 
wines available in the UK (Aldi, 
Waitrose, Morrisons, Co-op and 
Majestic are just several stockists). 
He knows what his customers 
want. He says: ''The past has 
no interest to me; I'm always 
looking to the future. Yes of 
course, we can learn from 
• the past to be sure, but to 
i be static is crazy. We are 
V always forward-thinking.'' 

I As we tasted and 
■ chatted I asked him to 
j select two wines he'd 

i personally want to sip at 

* home; these are the two. 

The white is The 




Elegant Frog (£7.50, Sainsbury) 
which is 100% viognier and is 
waxy and creamy with apricot and 
orange peel notes. The red is Cote 
Mas Rouge (£7.99 or £6.99 in a 
buy-six deal at Majestic) - just 
think intense, fruity, blackberry 
jam! 

A couple of days ago I was in the 
Co-op and spotted the distinctive 
label of Silene Limoux 
Chardonnay (£9.99) which is 
lush with buttery notes, 
butterscotch and pineapple 
and is super-fresh and fruity. 
I'd tasted it with Jean- 
Claude and wanted to tell 
shoppers how delicious it 
is, but no-one looked my 
way. But at least you know. 

Space does not allow 
me to share ALL the 
wines I loved, so I'll dot 


them around soonish; but here are 
a couple more. Paul Mas Vinus 
Clairette (£8, Morrisons) Jean- 
Claude is keen to resurrect the 
clairette grape first planted in the 
region by the Romans. It is intense 
with citrus notes and a fleck of 
apple. I've got to add a fizz Paul 
Mas Prlma Perla Grand Reserve 
Chardonnay (£10.99, in a buy-six 
1 at Majestic) which displays 
I stone fruits, vanilla and toasty 
notes and is a moreish delight. 
PS A tangle of herbs emerged 
from the washing. They're my 
scrunched-up (and very clean) 
memory of the Languedoc.

'FISH'AND CHIPS 


Ingredients (Serves 4): 

2 x 280g packets extra-firm tofu; 

4 large Maris Piper or other fluffy 
potatoes (about 1kg); 3 sheets nori; 
vegetable oil, for deep frying 

For the marinade: 

1 lemon; 200ml white wine; 1 tbsp caper 
brine (water from a jar of capers); 1 tsp salt 

For the batter: 

180g plain flour; 40g cornflour; Vi tsp salt 
1/2 tsp black pepper; 240ml ale 

To serve: 

Ketchup; 2 lemons, cut into wedges; sea 
salt; minted mushy peas and tartare sauce 

METHOD: 

1. Press the tofu using a tofu press 
or place it between two clean tea 
towels, lay it on a plate and put a 
weight on top. Leave for at least half 



an hour to drain liquid and firm up. 

2. Once the tofu is pressed, cut the 
block lengthways down the middle 
so that you have two long rectan¬ 
gles, then cut across each rectangle 
to make eight even-sized blocks. 

You should have 16 tofu pieces. 

3. Make the marinade by cutting the 
lemon in half and squeezing the 
juice over a bowl. Add the white 
wine, caper brine and salt and stir to 
combine. Add the tofu, turning to 
cover it in the marinade. Set aside to 
marinate, turning occasionally. 

4. Fill a large saucepan with water 


and bring to the boil on a high heat. 
Peel the potatoes and cut them into 
lcm-thick chips. 

Tip them into the water, bring it 
back to the boil and cook for five 
minutes. Drain the potatoes, spread 
them out over a clean tea towel and 
leave to dry. 

5. To make the batter, put the flour, 
cornflour, salt and pepper into a 
mixing bowl and stir. Slowly pour in 
the ale, whisking continuously so 
that no lumps form. Set aside. 

6. Use scissors to cut 16 rectangles 
of nori the same size as the sides of 


the tofu blocks. Take a piece of tofu 
out of the marinade and stick one of 
the nori pieces to it (the wetness of 
the tofu will help it stick). Hold the 
nori in place with two cocktail 
sticks. Repeat so that all the tofu 
pieces have nori on one side. 

7. Heat the oven to 180°C. Pour the 
vegetable oil into a deep saucepan 
so that it comes no more than 
two-thirds up the side. Put the pan 
on medium-high and heat to about 
140°C (this is a fairly low tempera¬ 
ture for deep-frying so if you don't 
have a thermometer, put a chip in 
the pan to test the temperature: the 
chip should float but take a little 
while to brown). 

8. Put half of the chips in the hot oil 
and deep fry for three to four 
minutes, then take them out with a 
slotted spoon and spread them out 
on kitchen paper for a few minutes 
to cool. Put the rest of the chips into 
the oil and repeat the process. Turn 
up the heat and get the oil really hot, 
around 180°C (this should make a 
wooden spoon dipped in the oil 
sizzle around the edges). 

9. Carefully put the first batch of 
chips back in the hot oil and fry for 
four to five minutes, until they're 
really golden and crispy. Take the 
chips out with a slotted spoon and 
spread over a baking tray. Sprinkle 


with sea salt and put the tray in the 
oven to keep the chips warm. Bring 
the oil back up to 180°C and tip in 
the second batch of chips. After four 
to five minutes, remove and spread 
over a second baking tray. 

10. Get the oil back up to 180°C and 
line the plates with fresh kitchen 
paper. Take the nori-lined tofu 
blocks and dip them into the batter 
in batches, turning them carefully so 
they're completely covered. 

11. Carefully drop the battered tofu 
'fish' into the hot oil and fry for three 
to four minutes, until they're dark 
golden brown all over (you may 
need to cook them in batches if 
there isn't much room and so the 
temperature of the oil doesn't drop 
too low). 

12. Remove the tofu 'fish' with a 
slotted spoon and drain on kitchen 
paper for 30 seconds, then carefully 
remove the cocktail sticks. 

Repeat so that all the tofu blocks are 
double-dipped in two coats of 
batter. 

13. Take the chips out of the oven 
and immediately serve on warm 
plates. Divide the crispy tofu 'fish' 
pieces between the plates and add 
large spoonfuls of minted mushy 
peas and tartare sauce. 

14. Serve with tomato ketchup and 
the lemon wedges for squeezing.

L OOKING back at beauty 
trends from the last few 
years, one major question 
comes to mind: What did we 
do before matte lipstick? 

Lips saturated with colour but 
devoid of shine have become so 
ubiquitous - on and off the catwalks 
- it's hard to remember what we 
actually put on our pouts before the 
velvet revolution took hold.

Elsewhere, lips were left nude and 
enhanced with clear gloss; at 
Tadashi Shoji, they added a 
perfectly polished finish to a look 
that focused on aqua eyes. 

"There is nothing worse than dry, 
chapped lips when creating a 
high-gloss lip look,” Francesca 
continues, "so I would recommend 
prepping your lips with a lip oil, to 
hydrate the lips without the 
stickiness of a traditional balm."

W e have a long tradition of 
looking at rural England 
through rose tinted 
glasses. It's easy to 
understand why, as urban 
residents dodge parking 
tickets and bemoan pollution. 

The same was happening 
during the late 19th century 
and with poets like AE 
Housman. 

His most famous work, A 
Shropshire Lad, is a cycle of 
more than 60 poems written 
while he was living and working 
in London as an academic. 

It has been continuously in 
print since it was self- 
published in 1896. Written 
before he had even visited 
Shropshire, the poems 
appealed hugely to 
soot-soaked Victorians and 
Edwardians. 




Housman wrote the stanzas 
while living in the north 
London suburb of Hampstead 
Village in a substantial 
property that was the first of 
his former homes to get a Blue 
Plague. 

Byron Cottage is now for 
sale. He lived at the address 
between 1885 and 1905 while 
studying and working at 
University College London.

A list of what 
buyers really 
look for in a 
new property 


P eople trying to sell their 
home used to be told that 
filling the air with the scent 
of freshly ground coffee 
and baking prior to a 
viewing was the way to 
greet potential purchasers. 
That’s a lovely idea - but 
no longer cuts the mustard. Aromas won't 
persuade buyers to part with five figure 
deposits. 

Instead, sellers should look at what 
buyers really value. They firstly demand 
comfort and convenience. 

Buyers need efficient heating and hot 
water when they move in. Otherwise, 
expect to knock between £5,000 and 
£10,000 off the price for a new boiler, some 
radiators and inconvenience. Double glaz¬ 
ing is also essential - you can buy units that 
will fit in nicely with the look of period 
properties. 

Then, according to comparison site Go 
Compare, the next essential is security. If 
the windows and doors don't lock 
properly, that’s another price cut. 

Buyers need reliable broadband signals. 
The importance of this feature has soared 
up the list of essentials - and will continue 
to do so as we become even more depend¬ 
ent on internet use. 

They'll also be looking at electrical 
sockets - and their number. No one wants 
spaghetti like extensions all over rooms - 




it's dangerous as well as unsightly. There’s 
no ideal number but the more the better. 
Putting in new sockets is expensive and 
disruptive as floorboards and ceilings may 
need attention. 

Sellers should expect to provide a good 
energy rating for the home. 

Where possible, buyers expect a garden. 
If that exists, they want it neat and tidy for 
when they move in. They won't care too 
much about the choice of plants - but 
they'll run a mile if the outdoor space is a 
weed-infested garbage tip. 

Sellers often place emphasis on 
features which buyers really don't look for. 
A good parking space is increasingly less 
important - especially in big cities. 

Those wooden floors may look fantastic 
and cost a fortune. But buyers may see 
them as difficult to maintain and cold. 

And remember, not all buyers will appre¬ 
ciate that you’ve knocked all the walls 
down to create a huge open-plan space. 
Many families want rooms for the children 
to do their homework, or simply to escape 
from each other. Only one in eleven buyers 
specified "open-plan" in the survey. 




Wood floors and period features 
are not the selling point you 
might think they are.

ith May here, 
the days are 
quickly 
getting 
longer, 
the 

tempera¬ 
tures are 

settling down and it's a busy, time in 
the garden. 

It's a good time to pay attention to 
the vegetable patch to ensure you 
have some tasty crops to enjoy in the 
summer and through to next winter. 

Even if you only have space for 
container gardening, make sure to 
include something edible -1 promise 
you'll get such a kick out of it. 

You can sow carrots directly into the 
ground now. For their long tap roots 
to develop well, a deep, light, free- 
draining soil is best - avoid freshly 
manured soil. 

Remove as many stones and peb¬ 
bles from the soil as you can because 
this will help to prevent forking where 
the root divides itself to get around the 
obstacle. 

The seed is quite small to handle 


but try to sow thinly. You will 
eventually thin seedlings out to a 
spacing of seven inches between 
plants. For early yield carrots I'd 
recommend 'Nantes 2' and 'Flyaway' 
which has good carrot fly resistance. 

Get your French and runner beans 
sown indoors ready for transplanting 
next month. The inner cardboard tube 
of toilet paper rolls is ideal for them as 
they quickly put down deep roots, and 
then you can transplant the whole 
tube directly into the soil without dis¬ 
turbing the seedling. 

You can directly sow them from late 
May onwards as well, but they will 
have a better chance against mice, 
slugs and snails if they get a head start 
indoors. 

The seeds are beautiful and easy to 
handle which makes them a good 
project for kids while entertaining 
them with stories of Jack and the 
Beanstalk! 

I've just sown some 'Scarlet 
Emperor! I'm looking forward to not 
only their tasty produce but because 
they have the added bonus of being 
highly ornamental with their scarlet 


pea flowers. These need trellis or a 
bamboo wigwam to climb up but in 
smaller spaces you can grow dwarf 
varieties such as 'Pickwick 'and 'Hes- 
tia' in containers which are tasty and 
look pretty. 

Sow kale seeds now and you will 
enjoy the health benefits of this nutri¬ 
ent-rich veg through the winter. It's an 
easy-to-grow crop that doesn't mind 
shade. As a leafy veg it likes a nitro¬ 
gen-rich soil and to be kept watered. 

For best results I would net it to 
keep off the birds. A popular variety is 
'Nero di Toscana' with dark green 
crinkly leaves. 

This is a just a selection to whet 
your appetite - it's also time to sow 
and grow peas, parsnips, leeks, broad 
beans, fennel, globe artichoke, potato, 
spinach, sweetcorn, winter squash, 
asparagus, beetroot and lettuce. 

Growing veg can be expensive 
when you add up the price of seed, 
containers, compost and fertilisers 
but there are ways to keep your costs 
down. Share seeds with friends - there 
are usually very generous amounts of 
seeds in packets. 


And did you know you can cut up 
seed potatoes into about four sections 
and each one will yield a crop? 

Kitchen waste and lawn clippings 
will make great free compost which 
will nourish your soil, improve drain¬ 
age and increase yields for you. 

Nettles and comfrey steeped in 
water is a good home-made feed, or if 


you live somewhere coastal, collect 
seaweed which is rich in nutrients - 
crofters used to dig it into the soil for 
crop growing. 

And remember there are some 
pleasures you can't put a price on, 
such as walking through your plot 
and picking the freshest produce for 
your dinner! 



JOBS FOR THE WEEK 


■ The weather seems to be 
swinging from hot to cold so 
keep an eye out for frost 
forecasts. Start hardening 
off plants raised from seed 
and cuttings - gradually 
acclimatise them by leaving 
them outside somewhere 
sheltered during the daytime. 
This way they'll be ready for 
their permanent home 
outdoors when the risk of frost 
has passed. 

■ Sow basil, coriander 
and parsley in the 


greenhouse or on a windowsill. 

■ Encourage bushy growth on 
fuchsias by nipping out tips. 

■ Climbers are putting on a lot 
of growth so keep tying them 
in. If you tie the stems of 
climbing roses as horizontally 
as possible, this will encourage 
more flowers. 

■ Clip lawn edges with 
shears to keep edges 
manicured and mow once 
weekly now to maintain good 


condition and deter weeds. 

■ Keep on top of weeds by 
regular hoeing and mulching 
where possible. 

■ Congested spring bulbs can 
be lifted and divided 

after flowering. Allow the 
foliage to die back naturally 
and there is no need to tie up 
daffodil foliage. 

■ Check for aphids on crops 
and ornamental plants and 
remove by hand.

A This looks like Photinia 
fraseri 'Pink Marble', also 
known as Christmas Berry. It 
has very distinctive foliage - 
green and white variegated 
leaves that are sometimes 
flushed pink combined with the 
striking juvenile or new foliage 
which is red flushed with pink. 
It's tolerant of a wide range of 
soils and aspects, and is 
pollution tolerant too. Its 
non-variegated relation 
'Red Robin' is also used 
widely as hedging.

K ia has added another string to their 
hybrid bow with the arrival of the 
Optima PHEV Sportswagon which is 
a ‘sister’ to their saloon version 
already launched here. 

Clearly aimed at the company car driver 
for tax benefits (BiK is just 13%) rather than 
the family estate motorists, who on cost 
alone will still opt for one of the cheaper and 
conventionally 1.7-litre diesel powered 
Optima models, this latest newcomer has all 
the hallmarks of Kia’s value for money tag. 

To start with this Optima PHEV 
Sportswagen - there’s just one version based 
on Kia’s ‘3’ trim level range of cars - has that 
industry leading seven year/100,000 mile 
warranty which is even a bigger bonus in 


itself in the new world of hybrid cars. 

Coming in at £35,145 (after including the 
government’s £2,500 grant) it’s not 
particularly cheap when compared to 
£31,365 for the top spec GT-Line 1.7-litre 
combustion engined Optima Sportswagon 
but it’s cheaper than its main hybrid rival, 
Volkswagen’s Passat GTE Estate priced at 
over £42,000. 

The price difference between the Optima 
saloon and estate hybrid is only £1,150 and 
as both share the same power trains - a two- 
litre, four cylinder 154bhp petrol engine 
alongside a 11.26kWh electric battery - it’s a 
question for buyers of either needing the 
extra luggage space in the estate or sticking 
to a saloon. 

As it’s a plug-in hybrid the main concern 
for drivers is the time it takes to charge up 
the battery when either parked in the 
driveway at home or in the office car park. 

Using the power kit supplied (neatly 
packed into a sensible small bag) it can be 
plugged into a conventional three-pin 
household socket and it takes just over five 
hours to fully recharge as experienced on 
test. 

If the driver has a special ‘wallbox’ system 
in say the garage at home the charging time 
is less - around two to three hours from a 
flat battery - and the Sportwagen can then 
run say Kia on 38 miles using just electricity 


although on test this reached just 30 miles. A 

The car’s hybrid range is up to 695 miles 
according to Kia but in reality on test it was 
averaging around 450 miles which is still not 
to be sneezed at as we say. Again company 
car drivers in particular will also be pleased 
at the C02 of just 33k/km. 

Like all current hybrids available it 
naturally depends on how the car is driven 
in relation to battery range and overall fuel 
consumption but on test this Sportswagon 
PHEV - incidentally with a six-speed 
automatic on board - was impressive and 
like any hybrid the driver really needs to 
adjust a little his or her driving style to gain 
the best benefit. Driving in and around town 
and urban areas it’s so quiet and efficient 
with the whirring of the electric motor once 
starting and then on reaching the 30mph 
plus mark the move from electric to 
combustion engine is so easy and quite 
seamless. 

Out at motorway speeds and the car 
accelerates well with the automatic gearbox 
changes exceptionally smooth helped too by 
light yet precise steering and even though 
this hybrid estate is 200kg heavier than the 
conventionally powered model most drivers 
won’t notice any real difference. It’s agile 
enough and with the Sportswagon version 
having bigger brakes and a tweak to the 
suspension it makes for a comfortable, quiet 


ride even out at speed on the open road. 

This PHEV model has an impressive list of 
standard kit on board with an eight-inch 
touch screen, sat nav, AppleCarPlay, Android 
Auto smartphone plus a nice Harmon Karda 
sound system and a reversing camera. 

There’s also as standard hill start, cruise 
control, speed limiter, tyre pressure warning, 
anti-lock brakes, electronic stability control 
and much more as aids for the driver. 

Like all Kia cars today the interior finishing 
is good, it’s well put together with nice, soft 
plastic trim and there’s bags of both head 
and leg room in the front and rear seats 
while any worries about batteries, plug-in 
leads and the like taking up too much 
interior space can be ignored. 

All in all in the estate there’s a minimal 
loss of 15 litres of space for being a hybrid 
which in comparison to the 440 litres of 
luggage space still available is insignificant 
and any driver will still regard its load 
carrying capabilities as excellent. 

Kia has again hit the nail on the head as 
the old saying goes in producing an overall 
impressive hybrid powered estate car that 
will obviously not appeal to everyone but it 
does exactly what it says on the tin. 

Pricewise and weighing up all the high 
level of standard equipment on board it’s 
good value for the money for anyone looking 
at this still niche sector of the market.

T HE world of 

serious, big 4x4 
luxury SUVs is an 
exclusive one, and 
they don’t come 
much more exclusive than 
the SsangYong Rexton. 

“What?” is a question I 
rightly anticipated from a 
number of drivers when I 
suggested the same point 
to them. It begs 
explanation, so here we go. 

To put the company into 
perspective and where it 
sits alongside Korea’s better 
known Hyundai and Kia 
models, SsangYong is the 
country’s oldest vehicle 
manufacturer and was 
founded in 1954. 

Today it’s 73 per cent 
owned by India’s Mahindra 
& Mahindra engineering 
company and is currently 
the only 4x4 and SUV 
specialist manufacturer in 
Korea. It has also shared 
some development with 
another long established 
brand which is probably 
better known, Mercedes- 
Benz. There’s a small range 
of three Rexton models 
sharing a common engine 
with choice of six-speed 
manual or seven-speed 
automatic transmission, with 
five or seven seats from 
£27,500 to £37,500. Our 
model was a seven-seat ELX 
with automatic transmission 
at £34,000 fitted with the 
towing pack. 

The four-cylinder engine 
packs modest power output 
for the 2.2 tonne kerbweight 
but it develops 420Nm for 
good pulling power once 
underway through the seven 
gears. 

It’s not immensely 
powerful, more majestic 
than mighty, and at higher 
revolutions the engine noise 
does intrude to become 
more obvious than the 
constant lower vibrations 


from the road and 
suspension. 

The performance is 
respectable rather than rapid 
when you look at the 0- 
60mph time but the way it 
gets there is impressive with 
the automatic gearbox 
slipping smoothly and 
quietly through the ratios 
and then settling down to a 
very relaxed motorway cruise 
at the legal limit. 

Steering and stopping is 
easy and the handling is 
good once you come to 
terms with the slight 
pitching and rolling. 

The size becomes apparent 
only when looking for an 
urban parking space and 
bumpers tend to stick out of 
conventionally sized parking 
boxes. The car’s on-board 
sensors and cameras keep 
you out of trouble when 
manoeuvring. 

Inside, the size is 
appreciated with a lot of 
legroom infront and behind, 
though the two rearmost 
foldaway seats lack reach 
and support and are for very 
occasional use only. There’s 
good adjustment on the 
front pair and a comfortable 
shape and support. 

The flatter rear bench type 
seat does not offer the same 
location but it is also good at 


supporting long legs and 
the headroom is excellent 
throughout. 

I liked the high flat 
loadbed to the luggage 
area, its shape and 
capacity which could be 
gradually increased to 
over 1,800 litres. Tailboard 
picnics become more of a 
family feast in the back of 
the Rexton. 

Its height as you pull up 
into the cabin often draws 
comment, as it does when 
you drop down to exit, but 
it means you have a very 
good view of the road and 
surrounding traffic, the 
waistline is low, windows 
deep and both lights and 
wipers do a very good job. 

For the driver, the major 
controls worked easily and 
the secondary switches were 
well set out, with big dials 
infront and a good sized 
central console for the 
infotainment system, 
impressive heating and 
ventilation and oddments 
space. Large door bins and 
seat pockets added to the 
family friendly feel of the 
Rexton. 

We only tried it on a mildly 
demanding off-road course 
but its good approach and 
departure angles, wheel 
articulation and ability to go 
slowly when needed and 
rapidly respond when 
necessary were impressive. 

On road you can decide 
now responsive you want the 
transmission to be and it will 
not disappoint, with easy 
mode selection. 

The Rexton can actually 
stand wing to wing with its 
German and British rivals in 
the big SUV class and not 
look or feel out of place, 
except you’ll have a lot more 
money in the bank to 
celebrate buying one and 
joining the exclusive country 
set. 
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TEST DRIVE: Toyota Auris hybrid GB25 by Robin Roberts 


ANNIVERSARY 



T | oyota has a history in the 
UK and in the hybrid 
market that others are only 
just beginning to explore. 
Japanese car-maker began 
UK manufacturing 25 years ago 
with its Burnaston, Derby car plant 
and an engine plant on Deeside, on 
the Welsh border, a short distance 
from Chester. 

It was also one of the pioneers in 
hybrid drive technology in 2000 
matching an internal combustion 
engine with an electric powertrain 
in the Prius, and today its petrol 
engine for the hybrid is made in 
Britain as part of its normal 
production system. 

To mark its 25th anniversary 
TMUK has produced the special 
edition Auris Hybrid five-door 
hatchback priced at £24,045, while 
prices for the 39 British-built Auris 
hatchback and estate model 
derivatives start at £16,655 rising to 
£26,905. The Auris GB25 model as 
it’s called uses a 1.8-litre, 134hp 
petrol-electric hybrid powertrain. 
Toyota just passed the 200,000 
sales mark so it has immense 
experience and it shows in the 
family sized Auris GB25. 


The hybrid accounts for over 
70% of new Auris sales while the 
special edition GB25 hatchback has 
a distinctive bi-tone exterior paint 
finish, a contrasting black roof, 
front grille and door mirror casings 
with a choice of Tokyo Red, Pearl 
White or Aspen Grey bodywork. 

There is also a “25 years building 
in Britain” badge, incorporating the 
Union flag on the body and it 
shares the latest styling changes 
which have slightly lengthened it 
for safety requirements, and it gets 
the latest LED running lights front 
and back but that’s about it to 
visually identify it. 

Inside changes include an 
improvement in quality with soft- 
touch grained materials for the 
dashboard with a more integrated 
design for the instruments. There is 
a stronger and sportier looking 
instrument binnacle with recessed 
speedometer and tachometer dials 
either side of a 4.2-inch TFT multi¬ 
information screen. 

The Toyota Touch 2 multimedia 
system has a seven-inch 
touchscreen in the fascia panel, a 
six-speaker audio system with DAB 
radio, Bluetooth and rear-view

camera but the simple sat-nav 
system is another £750. 

The soundproofing has also been 
improved on the bulkhead and 
additional sealing added around 
the door areas to reduce road and 
wind noises entering the cabin. 

The 1.8-litre engine and its 
accompanying 60KW electric 
motor with CVT gearbox push out 
over 130bhp and it’s not punchy 
but practical with three modes for 
battery, economy and power as 
selected at the push of a button. 

The seamless-changing CVT 
gearbox is not quick from standstill 
but it’s very progressive as you 
would expect from its driveline, 
however it lets you know its 
working away by its noise level and 
this combined with the road 
rumbles and tyre noise are 
probably the most disappointing 
features of the Auris GB25. 

Otherwise it does an excellent 
job with an indicated 52mpg 
overall recorded on test. You are 
not dependent on using a charging 
point as the Toyota Synergy Drive 
energy recovery system is very 
sophisticated and you just get in 
and drive without any range 


anxiety apart from refuelling at a 
petrol station. In normal town 
driving the engine is quiet until 
stretched but on the motorway it’s 
much more audible and 
maintaining the legal limit can 
result in a lot of mechanical 
thrashing and whirring from the 
system. 

Access is good throughout and 
the boot reasonable while driver 
and passengers should be able to 
compromise to maximise rear seat 
legroom. Visibility is good, the 
lights bright for a winter’s night 
and the wipers very effective. 

Despite the road noise, the Auris 
GB25 actually soaked up bumps 
quite well despite bias towards 


firmness particularly around town, 
it handled safely and road holding 
never caused a moment’s concern. 

The steering was nicely weighted, 
the brakes slowed it progressively 
and the secondary controls were all 
well located and faultlessly worked. 

I thought the heating and 
ventilation was good, the 
oddments room adequate and it 
was a genuine family car unless 
you had really tall rear-seat 
occupants. The Toyota Auris GB25 
is an effortless choice when you 
want to go-green but retain 
practicality and this landmark 
edition shows how far they have 
come and how far others have to 
go to catch up.
